murder case 


Investigation ongoing. 

Cops mum on details 
pending morning 
press conference 


Two adults have been arrested 
in relation to the murder of 
Amber Kirwan. 

Sgt. Brigdit Leger, prov¬ 
incial RCMP spokeswoman, 
confirmed the news late Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon but wouldn’t 
reveal any other information 
about the two people arrested 
including gender and age. 

A press conference is sched¬ 
uled for Thursday at 9 a.m. in 
New Glasgow to give more de¬ 
tails. 

“The investigation is still on¬ 
going at this time and matters 
are still unfolding, so we’re not 
disclosing any additional infor¬ 
mation,” Leger said. 



Kirwan, 19, was last seen 
on Oct. 9, when she left a New 
Glasgow pool hall to meet her 
boyfriend at a convenience 
store. She never showed up and 
a national search was launched. 

Her body was discovered in 
a wooded area of Heathbell on 
Nov. 5., about a half-hour drive 
from the pool hall. 

Amber’s father, Donald 
Kirwan, said he learned about 
the arrests while watching the 
news. 

“It’s a little bit of a relief,” 
he said. He added they don’t 
have any other comments until 
something happens.

Proudfoot’s Home Hardware 
in New Glasgow where Kirwan 
worked, said the news is a relief 
to employees at the store who 
have been waiting for some 
kind of resolution in the case. 

“This has been on our minds 
daily and has definitely been 
difficult. A lot of my staff on to¬ 
night are young and knew Am¬ 
ber,” she said. “I will be keeping 
a close eye on them and mak¬ 
ing sure they are all right.” 

Sherry Blinkhorn started 
a reward for tips leading to 
whereabouts of Kirwan when 
she was still missing and later 
for information on her death. 
She said the arrests have been 
a “long time coming.”

Police are warning 
cyclists in Halifax to take 
extra caution when it 
comes to their rides. 

On Wednesday, 

Halifax Regional Police 
issued a release saying 
there have been 13 bike 
thefts on the penin¬ 
sula over the last three 
weeks. In some cases, 
the bikes were even 
locked when stolen. 

Const. Brian Palmeter, 
a HRP spokesman, said 
the stolen bikes were 
taken from all over 
the peninsula — from 
South to Almon streets, 
and from Creighton to 
Oxford streets. 

“The times and loca¬ 
tions are quite spread 
out so at this point we 
can’t say there’s a con¬ 
nection,” he said. 

Police are reminding 
bicycle owners about 
safety precautions such 
as securing their bikes 
and taking a picture of 
them and writing down 
the serial number. 

Having the photo 
and serial number helps 
in locating not just the 
stolen bike but also its 
owner. 

“We recover a lot of 
bikes over the course of 
a year, but either they 
haven’t been reported 
to us or the information 
is so limited, there’s no 
way to determine who 
the owner is,” Palmeter 
said. “So certainly we 
encourage people to 
take down the make, 
the model, the serial 
number, and to take a 
picture.”

Province wants 
to expand 
methadone 
treatment 

The provincial government 
wants to expand meth¬ 
adone treatment to more 
areas in the province. 

Nova Scotia currently 
has opioid replacement 
programs in Halifax, Cape 
Breton, and in the Annap¬ 
olis Valley. 

But Health Minister 
Maureen MacDonald said 
the department is looking 
to increase the number of 
clinic spots to areas with 
the greatest need as part 
of her department’s new 
mental-health and addic¬ 
tions strategy. 

That’s welcome news 
for Cindy Maclsaac, the 
executive director of Direc¬ 
tion 180 on Gottingen 
Street. 

Maclsaac’s clinic has 
funding to treat approxi¬ 
mately 125 people. Direc¬ 
tion 180 currently treats 
215. The clinic’s waiting 
list is over 300 names long. 

“What best practice rec¬ 
ommends is it’s $6,000 per 
year to treat a person on 
methadone,” Maclsaac said 
Wednesday. “If you do the 
math, we’re doing it for 
$1,860.... We’re not just 
handing out methadone, 
it’s comprehensive. We do 
everything from mental- 
health medication to HIV 
treatment.” 

Direction 180 is one of 
two facilities in HRM that 
provides the service. An¬ 
other facility in Dartmouth 
treats about 70 people. 

The Department of 
Health does not yet know 
where services will be 
expanded. MacDonald said 
that the department is cur¬ 
rently studying the issue. 

“We’ve already invested 
in the Annapolis Valley 
area where there was a 
problem, so we will be 
looking at other parts of 
the province including the 
Capital District Health Au¬ 
thority,” MacDonald said.

The province has released its 
long-awaited mental-health 
and addictions strategy, 
promising increased access 
to mental-health services 
province wide. 

But questions remain 
whether the health-care 
system has the necessary 
resources to deal with that 
expanded coverage. 

At a press conference 
in Halifax on Wednesday, 
Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald unveiled the 
strategy, which has been in 
the works since the fall of 
2010 . 

“Nova Scotian families ... 
deserve to be healthier and 
live in communities that 
support and respect people 
living with these issues,” said 
MacDonald. 



“Nova Scotia has lacked a 
government-wide strategy to 
guide mental-health and ad¬ 
dictions care. So I’m pleased 
to say that that changes to¬ 
day.” 

The plan focuses on five 
areas: early intervention, 

shorter wait times, tak¬ 
ing into account aboriginal 
and “diverse communities,” 
working across government 
departments, and reducing 
the stigma still surrounding 
mental illness. It includes 
33 recommendations falling 
under these themes. 

To that end, the NDP have 
committed $5.2 million in 
the first year of the five-year 
plan. MacDonald said the 
department has a good idea 
what the remaining years 
will cost — but she won’t be 
sharing that with the public 
in advance of the provincial 
budgets for those years. 

“We know that there 
will be additional resour¬ 
ces required to implement 
the strategy in the coming 
years,” MacDonald told re¬ 
porters. 

“We will have the real de¬ 
tails as we go through (the 
budget process).”

A third-party report submit¬ 
ted to Service Nova Scotia says 
regulations mean lower gas 
prices. 

Roderick Hill, a professor of 
economics at the University of 
New Brunswick in Saint John, 
examined the issue from a con¬ 


sumer perspective. His report 
indicates since maximum and 
minimum wholesale and retail 
gas margins were routinely set 
starting in 2006, costs for con¬ 
sumers have come down. 

“This happened because in¬ 
flation eroded the real value of 
the nominal wholesale and re¬ 
tail margins (and transportation 
costs) set by regulation. This 
resulted in net savings to con¬ 
sumers of between $8 million 
and $20 milli on over the first 
five and one-half years of regu¬ 
lation,” Hill wrote in the execu¬ 
tive summary of his report. 

He also said excise tax 
rates in Nova Scotia for gas 
and diesel are now about the 
Canadian average and have 
been declining. 

They are at their lowest 
levels in more than 20 years.

Arson. Large family 
targeted in fatal attack 


A father of 17 who lost six 
children in an arson attack 
on his central England home 
described Wednesday how he 
made a desperate attempt to 
rescue the siblings after the 
blaze broke out. 

Mick Philpott broke down 
in tears as he recalled before 
reporters his thwarted efforts 
to reach the children, who 
were sleeping in their beds 
in upstairs rooms when the 
fire began to rage in the early 
hours of Friday morning. 

Five of the siblings were 
killed immediately while a 
sixth died in hospital Sunday 
as a result of his injuries. 

Police confirmed that the 
fire broke out after fuel was 
poured through the mail 
box on the front door of the 
house, and said they plan to 
question Philpott and the chil¬ 
dren’s mother to determine 
why the home may have been 
targeted. 

“What I can tell you is that 
the fire was started deliber¬ 
ately,” said Derbyshire police’s 
Assistant Chief Const. Steve 
Cotterill. 

He said that it would be 
“important that we talk to Mr. 
and Mrs. Philpott about what 
happened,” but insisted they 
were being helped by police

Mladic is accused of com¬ 
manding Bosnian Serb troops 
who opened the war with a 
campaign of murder and per¬ 
secution to drive Muslims and 
Croats out of territory they 
considered part of Serbia. 
His troops rained shells and 
snipers’ bullets down on civil¬ 
ians in the 44-month-long siege 
of the Bosnian capital, Sarajevo, 
and butchered 8,000 Muslim 
men and boys in Srebrenica in 
July 1995, Europe’s worst mas¬ 
sacre since World War II. 

Twenty years after the war 
that left 100,000 dead, Bos¬ 
nia remains divided into two 
ministates — one for Serbs, the 
other shared by Bosnian Mus-

Workers face sexual 
harassment: Report 

Female farmworkers across 
the United States are com¬ 
monly sexually harassed and 
assaulted, in part because 
their immigration status 
makes them fearful of calling 
police, according to a report 
released Wednesday by Hu¬ 
man Rights Watch. 

“Our research confirms 
what farmworker advocates 
across the country believe: 
sexual violence and sexual 
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harassment experienced by 
farmworkers is common 
enough that some farmwork¬ 
er women see these abuses as 
an unavoidable condition of 
agricultural work,” said the 
report. 

The report describes in¬ 
cidents of rape, stalking, fond¬ 
ling and vulgar language used 
against women, who say they 
often don’t report it because 
they are afraid of being fired 
or deported. 

An estimated 630,000 
migrant and seasonal farm 
work are female.

Junk food is not 
cheaper: USDA 

Is it really more expen¬ 
sive to eat healthy? A 
U.S. Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment study released 
Wednesday found that 
most fruits, vegetables 
and other healthy foods 
cost less than foods high 
in fat, sugar and salt. 

That counters a common 
perception among many 
consumers that it’s cheap¬ 
er to eat junlc food than 
a nutritionally balanced 
meal. The government 
says it all depends on how 
you measure the price. If 
you compare the price per 
calorie — as some previ¬ 
ous researchers have done 
— then higher-calorie 
processed snacks seem 
like a bargain compared 
with fruits and vegetables. 
For example, eating a 
chocolate-glazed donut 
with 240 calories might 
not satiate you but a 
banana with 105 calories

Dr. Ties Boerma, director 
of WHO’s health statistics, 
said tobacco use, unhealthy 
diets and physical inactivity 
“are no longer diseases of just 
affluent countries.” 

Populations that are living 
longer are also a factor. 

“Globalization, urbaniza¬ 
tion and aging populations are 
spreading around the world, 
so four out of five deaths due 
to the so-called diseases of af¬ 
fluence are in low and middle- 
income countries,” Boerma 
said. “It’s also being a victim 
of your own success.” 

Colin Mathers, who co¬ 
ordinates WHO statistics, 
says obesity is “rising every¬ 
where” even as many chil¬ 
dren lack enough to eat.

Researchers studying the brains 
of soldiers exposed to blast 
injuries have found evidence 
of a degenerative disease also 
detected in athletes who have 
suffered repeated blows to the 
head, raising a new worry for 
combat veterans.

and U.K. say brain tissue in 


four American military mem¬ 
bers showed signs of chronic 
traumatic encephalopathy, a 
progressive disease linked to 
repetitive concussions. 

The condition has been 
identified in more than a 
dozen NFL players who have 
died after suffering multiple 
concussions. 


In some cases, they de¬ 
veloped memory loss, irrit¬ 
ability, dementia and suicidal 
thoughts before they died. 

Patric Stanton, a cell biolo¬ 
gist at the New York Medical 
College, said the scientists 
found signs of the disease in 
veterans exposed to even just

Student protests 
continue as 
government drafts 
emergency plan to 
suspend school year 


The Quebec government has 
announced plans to suspend 
the current academic session 
for striking students in an at¬ 
tempt to restore order in a 
province plagued by unrest. 

Premier Jean Charest says 
he will table emergency legis¬ 
lation. 

The legislation would 
temporarily halt the spring 
semester for the minority 
of faculties paralyzed by the 
strikes, push up the summer 
holidays, and reconvene stu¬ 
dents in August so they can 
complete their spring session 
before starting the fall one. 

Charest would not address 
reports that the legislation 


will also impose stiff fines on 
piclceters blocking access to 
classrooms. 

He said the details would 
be revealed when the legisla¬ 
tion is tabled. 

“It’s time for calm to be 
restored,” Charest said at a 
podium, flanked by four uni¬ 
versity rectors or association 
officials. 

“Access to education is a 
right. Nobody can pretend to 
defend access to education 
and then block the doors of a 
CEGEP or university.” 

“The current situation has 
lasted too long.... Quebecers 
have a right to live in secur¬ 
ity.” 

The conflict has lasted 
three months and caused 
considerable damage — with 
numerous injuries, countless 
traffic jams, a few smashed 
windows, subway evacua¬ 
tions, clashes with law en¬ 
forcement, a heavy police 
bill, and of course disruptions 
to the academic calendar.

Soon you may have access 
to an opt-out tool. In one pro¬ 
gram a blue icon denotes 
these ads. 

AB Canada, a non-profit 
association representing the 
digital marketing and adver¬ 
tising industry, is currently 


in negotiations with the 
Digital Advertising Alliance 
in the U.S. to adopt its self¬ 
regulating program, which is 
already in place south of the 
border. 

A blue icon with a lower¬ 
case “i” denotes ads that are 
appearing because of be¬ 
havioural advertising prac¬ 
tices, based on a user’s past 
web history. The icon links

Montreal is looking at ban¬ 
ning the wearing of masks at 
protests.

Resource-rich Western Can¬ 
ada is going from strength to 
greater strength, according 
to a new Conference Board 


forecast on the economy. 

The think-tank’s spring 
outlook predicts Alberta will 
lead the country in econom¬ 
ic growth both this year and 
next with 3.8 and 3.7 per 
cent gains respectively. 

In fact, the four western 
provinces will claim the 
top four growth rates in 
2012 and 2013, all bettering 
or equalling the average 
growth in the country. 

And the four provinces 
will enjoy the lowest lev¬ 


els of unemployment both 
years. 

Meanwhile, the think- 
tank expects Quebec and the 
Atlantic provinces to under¬ 
perform in both years, while 
Ontario will about match 
the national growth rate of 
2.3 per cent in 2012 and 2.8 
per cent in 2013. 

The Conference Board 
says elevated oil prices and 
expansion in the oilsands 
projects will be the main 
drivers of Alberta’s economy. 

As well, Alberta’s econ¬ 
omy is benefiting from 
strong population inflows as 
workers gravitate to where 
the action is. 

Despite the bigger work¬ 
force, the think-tank be¬ 
lieves Alberta’s unemploy¬ 
ment rate will remain 
among the lowest in the 
country at under five per 
cent both years, more than 
two points below the nation¬ 
al average.

David Cronenberg talks Cosmopolis. Canadian director discusses latest 
film, and raves about the Twilight heartthrob's ‘incredible' performance

A few months after squaring 
off Freud and Jung in A Dan¬ 
gerous Method, Canadian 
director David Cronenberg is 
back with Cosmopolis. The 
adaptation of Don DeLillo’s 
novel follows the adventures 
of young businessman Erick 
Packer as he makes his way 
around New York in a lim¬ 
ousine — a journey that is 
packed with violence and 
sex. No one comes out un¬ 
harmed. Alongside Twilight 
heartthrob Robert Pattinson, 
we find Paul Giamatti, Sam¬ 
antha Morton and two French 
actors, Juliette Binoche 
and Mathieu Amalric. 
The winner of the Special 
Jury Prize in 1996 for Crash 
and a hopeful again this year 
with Cosmopolis, Cronenberg 
speaks to Metro before the 
film’s premiere on May 25. 

How did you go about adapt¬ 
ing Don Lillo’s novel? 

DC: “I wrote the script in six 
days. The first three days I 
re-transcribed the entire dia¬ 
logue. The following three, I 
added descriptions for each 
scene. The monologues going 
on in Packer’s mind I made 
into visuals. I am incredibly 
excited about this film and 
even more so Pattinson’s per¬ 
formance.” 

Choosing to cast Robert Pat¬ 
tinson in the lead role may 
have come as a bit of a shock 
for some of your fans... 

DC: “Rob is a wonderful actor 
and I think he will surprise

In a few words, describe what 
your job as artistic director en¬ 
tails? 

TF: “The most important task 
is coming up with the final se¬ 
lection. We see hundreds and 
hundreds of films, but we can 
only keep 50/60 per cent of 
them. We are also aware that 
our selection needs to be coher¬ 
ent and approved within the 
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more than a few. Because 
he’s young, handsome and 
the star of the Twilight Saga, 
some people have come to the 
unfair conclusion that he is a 
bad actor. I am well aware of 
that. But I can assure you that 
he is incredible and a very 
hard worker. I can’t wait to 
work with him again. In fact, 
I even told him I would love 
to cast him alongside Viggo 
Mortensen in the future.” 

Have any celebrities con¬ 
tacted you directly to ask if 
they could work with you? 

DC: “Most of the time they 
tell their agent to tell my 
agent they want to work with 
me. Sometimes I ask to work 
with an actor without know¬ 
ing if they have ever seen 
one of my films. That was the 
case with Rob. It just so hap¬ 
pened he was very familiar 
with some of my work. On set 
(for Cosmopolis) I remember 
he and Juliette Binoche get¬ 
ting into deep conversations 
about obscure French films. 
He’s a film fanatic.” 

Was hiring him a way of 
drawing the attention of 
people that weren’t necessar¬ 
ily David Cronenberg fans? 

DC: “The moment we con¬ 
firmed Rob had been cast in 
Cosmopolis everyone started 
talking about it. I can only 
hope the public and the crit¬ 
ics will like it. On the other 
hand, those only watching it 
because they are ‘Twihards’ 
(fans of the Twilight Saga) 
risk being disappointed. But 
fans of Rob will love Cosmop¬ 
olis.”

Can you imagine your life with¬ 
out the Cannes Film Festival? 


TF: “I worked in Cannes long 
before getting this job. For me, 
this time of year has always 
been special. Now it’s excep¬ 
tionally special.” 

As a teenager, how did you im¬ 
agine the festival to be like? 

TF: “As something extraordin¬ 
ary. Not for the glittery, ce¬ 
lebrity side of it all but for its 
amazing history and cinematic 
diversity.” 

And now, how do you see it? 

TF: “As a privilege.”

If you find gas prices daunt¬ 
ing or didn’t manage to get 
your dibs in on your dream 
cottage back in February, 
maybe you should consider a 
“staycation” this summer on 
a backyard deck. 

Lawrence Winterburn, 

founder and principal designer 
of GardenStructure.com, es¬ 
timates the average cost for a 
deck in the Toronto area is be¬ 
tween $7,000 and $15,000. 

Rosario Ungaro of Deck 
Builders by Benchmark says 
one can be had for as little as 
$3,600 to $5,000, if it is con¬ 
structed of pressure-treated 
lumber, the cheapest option. 


Pressure-treated lumber 
lasts 10 to 15 years with or 
without finish, Winterburn 
says. 

Ungaro notes cedar is a 
slightly more expensive op¬ 
tion, but Winterburn warns 
not all cedar decks are equal. 

“Western Red Cedar is the 
standard. Without stain it will 
last nearly 20 years, and if you 
pre-finish and maintain the 
stain, you could see closer to 40 
years.” 

Ungaro says the hot trend 
is for considerably more ex¬ 
pensive composite materials, 
especially PVC (polyvinyl chlor¬ 
ide), because of its durability 
and low maintenance require¬ 
ments. 

Speaking of expense, 
Winterburn notes financing is 



usually only available through 
larger companies that sub-con¬ 
tract the work to another com¬ 
pany and mark up the contract

Most people get a line of 
credit or put it on a credit card. 
How about doing it your¬ 


self? Ungaro says the DIY route 
can save you about 40 per cent 
of the cost. But be careful, 
Winterburn says. 


“I’ve seen some very serious 
DIY builders in my day, and 
many did overbuild. If they 
have a sum total of five years 
experience, have read about 
the craft extensively, you may 
be able to build like the pros. 

“Do your research, build 
well and take your time and 
you will build a beautiful deck. 
If you have a talented carpen¬ 
ter as a friend you could ask 
them to work with you on the 
project. You will quickly realize 
that there is more to it than 
just nailing boards together.” 

How long can a homeowner 
expect the job to take? 

Winterburn says simple 
decks can be built in a day or 
two, while more elaborate 
decks can take two to four 
weeks. 

If the deck is not attached 
to the house and not more 
than 24 inches high, there is 
no building permit required, 
Winterburn says.

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“And it does attract more 
nature. Even if it’s a birdbath 
or a pond, you’ll get far more 
birds with water in the yard 
and even the squirrels and 
chipmunks will come and 
drink from the fountains.” 

What you’ll need 

Most of the features White 
carries are self-enclosed. 


“All you need is water in 
the basin and an outlet for 
the plug,” she says. 

Once you have your fea¬ 
ture set up, the only thing 
you need to worry about is 
making sure the water and 
pump don’t run dry. 

For bigger features like a 
waterfall stream, it’s helpful 
to have a landscaper come in 


to help with design and in¬ 
stallation. Though White says 
it’s not impossible to build 
your own. 

“Big-box garden stores 
do have pre-shaped plastic 
inserts that you can build 
in your own yard and build 
rocks around it, which allows 
you to landscape it yourself,” 
she says. 


Tip. How does your garden grow? 


Growing your own vegetable 
garden is easy and rewarding. 

I Lisa Giroday of Victory 
Gardens, a Vancouver- 
based urban farming project, 
says if you’re starting a gar¬ 
den from square one, take 
the turf out and buy new soil. 
“Often there’s little grubs 
under the roots of grass that 
love to eat the roots of your 


vegetables, if given the op¬ 
portunity,” she says. 

2 Once you have your plot 
set up, use well-rotted 
compost or manure. 

3 Sow seeds generously. “I 
tend to be a little more 
generous just to be sure I 
maximize my germination,” 
Giroday says. 


4 Leave enough space for 
your food to grow. “Think 
about the end project and 
what it looks like in plant 
form, so you should have a 
good idea of the amount of 
space you’ll need,” she says. 

5 Water your garden often. 

“Don’t water when it 
rains,” she says. “But water

• 1 large onion, chopped 

• 6 cloves garlic, minced 

• 1 lb (500 g) button mush¬ 
rooms, guartered 

• 1 each red and green bell 
peppers, chopped 

• 1 tbsp (15 mL) dried oregano 

• 1 tsp (5 mL) dried basil 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) dry red 
wine 

• 1 can (28 oz/796 mL) diced 
tomatoes 


1. Trim excess skin and fat 
from duck and reserve for 
another use. Cut duck into 6 
pieces and remove backbone 
for another use. Sprinkle salt 
and pepper all over duck 
pieces. 

2. Heat large shallow Dutch 
oven over medium high heat 
and brown duck on both 
sides. Remove to plate. Re¬ 
move all but 1 tbsp (15 mL) of 


the rendered fat in the sauce¬ 
pan. 

3. In same pot, over medium 
high heat, cook onion, garlic, 
mushrooms, peppers, oreg¬ 
ano and basil for about 15 
minutes or until vegetables 
are beginning to brown. 
Pour in wine and stir vege¬ 
tables to deglaze pan. Add 
tomatoes and bring to boil.

The Halifax Rainmen are 
hoping to have their head¬ 
coaching situation resolved 
by early next month. 

Josep “Pep” Claros, who 
brought the Rainmen closer 
to a championship than 
any coach in their five-year 
history, has returned to 
Barcelona to spend time 
with his family and ponder 
his coaching future. 

Claros signed on as 
head coach last summer 
and guided the Rainmen to 
a 23-13 record and a spot 
in the National Basketball 
League of Canada final.

The attorney even put 
an easel next to the witness 
with the words: “MISTAKE. 
BAD MEMORY. LIE.” Even¬ 
tually, there came the in¬ 
evitable question: “Do you 
sometimes just make stuff 
up?” 

McNamee has frequently 
taken long pauses before 
answering questions in 
three days on the witness 
stand, but he didn’t hesi¬ 
tate this time. He leaned 
into the microphone and 
said softly but assuredly: “I 
didn’t make it up.” 

Clemens’ chief accuser 
was on the stand for two 
hours of aggressive cross- 
examination Wednesday on 
one of the most important 
days — perhaps the most 
important — in the per¬ 
jury trial of the seven-time 
Cy Young Award winning 
pitcher. Clemens is charged 
with lying when he told 


Congress in 2008 that he 
never used steroids or hu¬ 
man growth hormone. 

McNamee has testified 
he injected Clemens with 
both, and the credibility of 
Clemens’ former friend and 
longtime strength coach 
will no doubt be the No. 1 
topic when the jury starts 
deliberating the case. 

Going for style over sub¬ 
stance, Clemens lawyer 
Rusty Hardin was as colour¬ 
ful as his outfit — bright 
orange tie, cream-coloured 
suit — and continued his 
practice of mispronouncing 
the witness’ name as mac- 
nah-MAY instead of MAC- 
nah-mee. He skipped from 
topic to topic without warn¬
